SEMI-ANNUAL ADDRESS OF 
SIR KT. GEORGE WEEKS 
Right Eminent Grand Commander 


May 20, 1948. 


To the Officers and Members of Grand Commandery Assembled at 
this Semi-Annual Conclave: 


Sir Knights: 


It is not only my privilege but a great pleasure to welcome you 
to the 142nd Semi-Annual Conclave of this Grand Commandery. 
It is my sincere desire that each and every one of you may enjoy 
this Conclave and the associations with your Fraters, also the 
change of meeting place. 


Today, for the first time, we meet in this beautiful Temple, in 
the City of Worcester, Massachusetts, as the guests of the Masonic 
Temple through the courtesy of the Officers and Sir Knights of 
Worcester County Commandery No. 5 K. T., Eminent Sir Eignar 
Ringehrist, Commander. At this time I want to publicly express 
the thanks of this Grand Commandery to the Valiant Sir Knights, 
who made this meeting possible, and to Eminent Sir Dwight C. 
Page, our Division Commander, who made all the arrangements 
at the Wachusett Country Club for our luncheon and entertain- 
ment this afternoon, also for the dinner tonight of the Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island Association of Knights Templars Past 
Commanders. It is this spirit of co-operation that makes Tem- 
plary, the most outstanding Fraternal Christian Organization 
in this great country of ours. The question has been asked by 
many, “why come to Worcester instead of Providence?” 


For the past several years, the attendance at our Semi-Annual 
Conclaves has been falling off. We felt that a change, which 
would be more centrally located, might be the answer to our 
problem. It is the duty of the Grand Commander to call Con- 
claves of the Grand Commandery under Article IV, Section 1, 
“This Grand Commandery shall hold a Stated Conclave in October 
and May of each year; at such time and place within our Grand 
Jurisdiction as the Grand Commander shall appoint, in October 
for the election of Officers and the transaction of Annual Business, 


and in May, for the transaction of such business as may be pre- 
sented.” 


It is not my purpose today to make a full report of my Admini- 
stration of the affairs of Grand Commandery from October 17, 
1947 last year to the present time. It is my intention to make a 
complete report of that at our Annual Conclave on October 27th, 
1948. 
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INSPECTIONS 


There has been some changes made in our Inspection and Mark- 
ing Departments. On June 4, 1947, an eight question question- 
naire was sent out to all Presiding Commanders and Grand Com- 
mandery Officers in regard to our Marking System. The result 
was amazing. 


94% were in favor of a Marking System ; 
89% want the present system of a Special Marking Staff 
92% want the Group Marking System of Plus-Minus 


There were many suggestions to cut the work of the Inspection, 
as it was hard in many suburban Commanderies to open at 5 P.M. 
owing to the men not getting through work, and in many cases it 
would mean leaving their offices around noon. 


At a meeting of the Council Officers held prior to the Grand 
Commandery Annual Conclave, it was unanimously voted to open 
at 6 P.M. Open in Full Form—Recess for Supper at 6:30 P.M.— 
Reconvene at 7:45 P.M. Receive the Inspecting Officer, Official 
Count—Inspection and Review. Work, Exemplify the Order of 
the Temple beginning at the Fifth Libation through to the end of 
the Attributes. This would be 500 points or one half of the work,

It was agreed that in order to get a clearer picture of how this 
System would work, that a Commandery might (upon request) 
open at 5 P.M. and do the entire work as of old (this was possible) 
because our marking slips were made to cover all the work. Only 
three Commanderies availed themselves of this opportunity : 
Boston Commandery No. 2, Gethsemane No. 35 and Bay State 
Commandery No. 38. 


Markine 


The Marking Department is under the direction of Eminent 
Sir Clyde L. Carter, Inspector Instructor. Marking is not an 
attempt to grade Commanderies on their efficiency or accomplish- 
ments throughout the year but only on their performance on 
Inspection Night. Each Commandery has held its Official In- 
spection, some under very adverse conditions, these should be 
commended for their loyalty. The Inspector Instructor will make 
his Report later when called upon.

Sr. Grorer CoMMANDERY 

On March 23, 1948, a special council meeting was called to 
consider certain conditions existing under a Will regarding the 
Charity Fund of St. George Commandery, whose Charter had 
been arrested by Right Eminent Sir G. Lester Marston, then 
Grand Commander. I will report in full at the Annual Conclave 
on October 27th, 1948, and by that time, I feel everything will be 
settled to our entire satisfaction. 


MEMBERSHIP 

My objective for Petitions for the coming year was set at 800. 
I felt that we must have that number in order to show a net gain 
over deaths, dimits, and suspensions. On May first, we had re- 
ceived 564 or 42 short of our objective set for that period. We 
have but two months left to reach our objective of 800. Two 
Commanderies have not had a Petition so far this year. We shall 
not know until the Annual Returns are received at the close of 
the year if we have made a net gain in membership or not. 


CoNncLUSION 


I am not so much interested in getting more men in Templary, 
as I am in getting more Templary in men. As a Christian Organi- 
zation, let us stand up and be counted for the things we know are 
right, stand up for the principles upon which our Order was 
founded, Freedom, Liberty, Justice and the Christian Religion.

CoNncLAVES OF THE COMMANDERY 


Section 1 of Article II of the Constitution and By-Laws of 
Northampton Commandery No. 30 be revised by striking out 
“The stated conclaves of this Commandery shall be held at 
7:30 P.M. on the second Monday in each month’; the revised 
section to read as follows: ‘The stated conclaves of this Com- 
mandery shall be held at 7:30 0’clock P.M. on the first Friday in 
each month.”

Amenp Article 1, Section 2 

The Commandery shall hold a Stated Conclave on the Third 
Wednesday of each month for the transaction of business and 
balloting provided that when the Third Wednesday is a Holiday, 
the Eminent Commander shall call the Stated Conclave on the 
Wednesday following. ; 

The Stated Conclaves in July and August may be omitted at 
the discretion of the Eminent Commander. 

The Annual Conclave shall be held on the Third Wednesday - 
in June. 

Special Conclaves may be called by the Eminent Commander. 


AmeEND Article 1, Section 4 


The Officers shall be installed at the September Conclave, and 
ihe oe hold their respective offices until their successor is 
installed. 


AmeEND Article 2, Section 1 


The Treasurer shall receive the revenues and pay all demands, 
against the Commandery, after the same shall have been ap- 
proved by the Standing Committee or he shall have been directed 
to do so by the vote of the Commandery. At the close of each year, 
and previous to the Stated Conclave in June, he shall render to 
the Standing Committee a statement of all moneys by him re- 
ceived and paid during the year, and shall transfer to his successor 
in office, all the property of the Commandery in his possession, 
making such transfer under the direction of and as requested by 
the Standing Committee. 


Before entering upon the duties of his Offices, he shall give bond 
to the Commandery for the faithful performance of his duties in 
such sum and with such surety as the Standing Committee may 
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direct, subject to the approval of the Commandery. He shall 
employ an Auditor to audit the Books of Accounts of the Com- 
mandery as directed by the Standing Committee or the Board of 
Trustees.

The following amendment to be added to our amendment to 
Article VIII, Section 5, for adoption at the Semi-Annual meeting. 


Amend Article VIII, Section 5, Duties of the Treasurer, by 
adding thereto the following: 


During the interim period between the close of this Grand 
Commandery’s fiscal year and its Annual Conclave, the Treasurer 
may draw against the General Fund for such necessary charges 
as salaries, rent, telephone, Annual Conclave, and office incidentals, 
and he will, immediately thereafter the adoption of the new budget 
at the Annual Conclave, charge such expenditures as have been 
made during this interim period to their proper classification in 
the new budget. Any other emergency expenditure necessary 
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during this interim period may be made upon approval, in writ- 
ing, of the Grand Commander, Deputy Grand Commander and a 
majority of the Finance Committee.

Article IX, Section 1—add, after the words, “On finance, of 
three members,” the words, ‘one each year for a term of three 
years.” 

Section 3—insert, after the words, “shall consist of three 
members,” the words, “appointed. after the adoption of this 
Amendment as follows: One to serve until the next Annual Con- 
clave, one to serve until the Second following Annual Conclave, 
and the third to serve until the Third following Annual Conclave, 
and thereafter, at each Annual Conclave, one member to be 
appointed for a term of three years.” ; 


This will be acted upon at the Semi-Annual Conclave in May. 


Article XVIII, Section 2 of the Grand Constitution be amended 
in the eighth line by adding after the word “cents” the following: 
“plus the amount of the per capita dues assessed by Grand En- 
campment.” 


Section 2 of Article XVIII will then read as follows: Every 
Constituent Commandery shall make annually to the Grand 
Recorder on or before the first day of September a return of the 
roll of its officers and members and of all candidates for the Orders 
accepted or rejected up to and including June 30 next preceding 
and pay to this Grand Commandery five dollars for every Com- 
panion receiving the Illustrious Order of the Red Cross, and fifty 
cents plus the amount of the per capita dues assessed by Grand 
Encampment for every member returned and from the sum thus 
collected shall be paid the assessments for every member levied 
by the Grand Encampment. A Commander failing to make said 
annual returns on the first day of September shall pay a penalty 


of twenty-five dollars.

CASH 


The cash in the checking account and in the various savings 
bank accounts has been confirmed by certificates from the de- 
positaries.

WAR BONDS

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PRINCIPAL ACCOUNT 

The Grand Encampment Educational Committee sent your 
division a check for $273.20, representing the balance above col- 
lection fees on two accounts which had been turned over to them 
for attention. This amount was added to your Principal as the 
accounts had been previously deducted when you sent them to 
Indianapolis. 

Five small balances of accounts amounting to $33.85 were 
written off as compromises during the past year.

It seems but yesterday that you paid me the honor of placing in 
my charge the responsibilities of serving as your Grand Commander 
for the year 1947 and 1948. At that time I made this statement, 
quote: “T hope one year from today or at our next Annual Conclave, 
I will be able to say, ‘I have done my best as your head’, and that 
I will hear the answer, ‘Well done, thou good and faithful servant’. ” 
I find one year altogether too short to accomplish all that might 
be desired,—a year crowded with activities and yet many things 
by necessity, left undone. 


The greatest problem to confront a Grand Commander is the 
maintenance of membership. How to hold our present membership, 
how to acquire new candidates to take the place of those that are 
lost by deaths, demits and suspensions. With this serious problem 
confronting me, I chose two methods that I felt might keep us in 
the net gain column as so many Grand Commanderies have done 
the last year. 


Method number one was to appoint a new membership and 
publicity committee. The new Membership and Publicity Com- 
mittee, under the direction of Rt. Em. Sir Frank H. Wilson, will 
have charge of the drive for new members to increase our member- 
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ship, which last year did show a net gain of 151, against 255 the 
year previous. Our goal this year must be 800 new applications;— 
this number will add materially toward helping our Finance 
Committee balance the Budget, and to take care of our losses by 
deaths, dimits and suspensions. 


Figures on membership will be issued each month, showing the 
result of the drive and the standing of each individual Commandery. 


Method number two was to create a news bulletin similar to the 
Crusader, published in 1946 by R..E..Sir Charles B. Wolfertz, 
then Grand Commander of the State of Pennsylvania, and the 
Templar News, as sponsored by R..E..Sir Ray Holtz, Grand 
Commander of the State of New Jersey. Using the above-mentioned 
publications as a model, on October 18th, 1947 our first issue was 
mailed to the Grand Officers, Grand Encampment Officers, all 
Committeemen, Commanders and Recorders—total, 200 copies.

MEMBERSHIP 


For the fourth straight year, this Grand Jurisdiction can report 
a net gain in membership. In 1944-5 the gain was 132; 1945-6 
the gain was 255 (the highest since 1924); last year the net gain 
was 151; and this year our net gain is 190 (the second highest 
since 1924). 

The total Petitions received during the year was 705. 

We admitted 691; Affiliated 22; Reinstated 35. 


Our total membership today is 13,105. All Commanderies 
knighted a candidate, except Washington No. 4 and Natick No. 33. 
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The largest number of candidates admitted by any Commandery 
was again at Boston No. 2 with a total of 64. Sutton No. 16 was 
second with a total of 57. 


A complete detailed report will be given by our Membership

Each Commandery held its Annual Inspection in accordance 
with the schedule as assigned.

TACTICS 


At a meeting of the Eastern Massachusetts Presiding Councils’ 
Club, I was asked to explain certain movements that did seem to be 
confusing and difficult of execution. Certain clarifications were,

voted not to make any radical changes in our Tactics during this 
Templar year.

FINANCES 


At the Annual Conclave of this Grand Commandery held in 
Masonic Temple, Boston, Massachusetts, on October 15th, 1947, 
proposed amendments were adopted, amending Article VIII, 
Section No. 5, which in substance compels a Grand Commander 
to keep his expenditures within the budget adopted by this 
Grand Commandery. 


I have done my utmost to give this new amendment a fair trial 
and still live up to its regulations. I am pleased to report that this 
has been accomplished. 


The Grand Treasurer’s report will show a balance of $1,513.71 
left unexpended. 1949 being the Triennial Year, this will call 
for great and many expenditures. 


I therefore recommend that the fifteen hundred dollars of the 
unexpended balance be transferred to the Triennial Fund. 


FAILURE TO COMPLY WITH CONSTITUTIONS AND 
REGULATIONS OF GRAND ENCAMPMENT 
AND GRAND COMMANDERY 


As recommended by R.-.E..Sir Harold 8. Crocker, in his annual 
address, given at our Annual Conclave, October 15, 1947, quote: 
“Tn order not to place the Charter of this Grand Body in jeopardy, 
I recommend that this Grand Commandery instruct the incoming 
Grand Commander to order the above-named Commanderies to 
conform to the requirements of the Constitution and Regulations 
on or before the 15th day of November, 1947, or arrest the 
Charters.” (All Commanderies named in this report complied with 
the Regulations prior to the printing of his report in the 1947 
Proceedings.) 


LETTERS ON DEMITS AND SUSPENSIONS 


Letters were sent to all Commanders giving them a list of all 
demits and suspensions of members in their own Commanderies, 
covering a period of the past five years, urging them to contact 
the Sir Knights, using every effort to have them return to active 
membership. This was a large undertaking to compile and mail 
the names to the various Commanders. A few did comply, but the 
majority did not. 
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CHRISTMAS OBSERVANCE 


It is most gratifying to note that thirty-six of our constituent 
Commanderies held a Christmas Observance in honor of Him 
who died that we might live. 


Each year, the Committee on Christmas Observance of the 
Grand Encampment prepares its Christmas message to the Most 
Eminent Grand Master. In reply, the Grand Master issues a 
message stating that Sir Knights everywhere are marching forward 
under the banner of the Great Captain of our Salvation. These 
two messages are sent to the constituent Commanderies, together 
with the one issued by your Right Eminent Grand Commander, and 
all are read at the head of the lines on Christmas Day, when Sir 
Knights gather in their respective Asylums at 12:00 o’clock noon 
to prove our devotions to the Chivalric Rite.

CHRISTMAS OFFERING AND GOOD CHEER 


Official Order No. 1, dated October 21, 1948, requested that 
contributions be made for the purpose of carrying good cheer and 
good will into the homes of the needy. 


It is gratifying that this year’s contributions was the largest ever 
received—a total of $6,820.59. It exceeded last year’s total by 
$121.39, but this amount does fall far short of our quota of one 
dollar per member.

The breakfast will immedi- 
ately follow the Service.

ASCENSION SUNDAY SERVICE 
By Ottver Commanpery No. 36 


On April 9, 1948—Circular Letter No. 4—Series 1947-1948 was 
mailed to all Commanders and Recorders, calling attention to the 
Ascension Sunday Service to be sponsored by Olivet Commandery 
No. 36, K. T. at Manning Bowl, Lynn, Massachusetts, on Sunday 
afternoon, May 9th, 1948, at 3:30 P.M. under the leadership of 
E.:.Sir Robert W. Hutchinson. 


May 9th, 1948 proved to be a beautiful day. With more than 
12,000 people filling the stands of Manning Bowl and more than 
1,000 uniformed Sir Knights representing twenty-eight Com- 
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manderies of this Grand Jurisdiction, under the leadership of the 
Grand Commandery Officers were marched into the stadium under 
escort of the Aleppo Temple shrine band, consisting of eighty 
pieces led by Sir Knight Walter M. Smith. They formed upon 
the green field a human Cross within a triangle. This formation 
was under direction of E...Sir Robert W. Hutchinson, Commander 
of Olivet Commandery, who, for the third consecutive year, had 
formed this effective Cross and Triangle. 


The program consisted of a choir of 400 voices from the various 
Protestant churches of Lynn under the leadership of Dean Hans- 
com, Director of the Apollo Club of Boston; with Sir Knight 
J. Henry Paige at the console of the organ. A trumpet solo was 
given by Walter M. Smith; Miss Alice F ‘arnsworth, soprano soloist 
of Tremont Temple, Boston, was the guest soloist. The address 
was given by Bishop Ivan Lee Holt, Bishop St. Louis Area, Metho- 
dist Church, St. Louis, Missouri. 


The program was an inspiration to all who attended this outdoor 
service. 


YORK RITE NIGHTS 


Several very interesting York Rite nights were held during the 
past year. On several occasions the Presiding Officers of the 
Grand Bodies were all present ; these were Most Worshipful Roger 
Keith, Grand Master of Masons in Massachusetts; Most Ex- 
cellent Ralph W. Copeland, Grand High Priest of the Grand Royal 
Arch Chapter of Massachusetts, Most Illustrious Howard A. 
Gray, Grand Master of the Grand Council of R. & S. Masters of 
Massachusetts and R..E..George A. Weeks, Grand Commander 
of the Grand Commandery of Knights Templars and the append- 
ant Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 


Such nights proved most instructive, and the Brethren who did 
not belong to the higher Orders had a clearer understanding of 
Capitular, Cryptic and Templary Masonry. York Rite Nites 
should be continued as a means of conveying to the uninitiated 
the valued Tenants of our Organizations. 


GRAND COMMANDERY OFFICE 


Upon being installed Grand Commander, I realized that there 


were some changes necessary for the more efficient operation of 
the Grand Commandery office. 


We were in dire need of a new typewriter. Through R.:.E.. 
G. Lester Marston, Chairman of the Educational Foundation Fund 
and the Finance Committee, we were able to purchase a new 
Remington typewriter. 


Our mailing system was very antiquated, it being necessary to 
send, our annual meeting and semi-annual meeting notices to a 
mailing company for mailing—this cost a considerable amount of 
money. Through the courtesy of Boston Commandery No. 2, we 
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were able to secure the use of their Addressograph machine. We 
then had a complete mailing list made up on Addressograph plates, 
and today this new mailing system is in operation. 


The lighting fixtures in both offices, through the courtesy of 
your Grand Commander, have been changed to a more modern 
system of lighting. The Grand Lodge has painted our office. 


We all feel this office is now able to operate in a more efficient 
and businesslike manner. 


ST. GEORGE’S COMMANDERY 


The Charter of St. George’s Commandery was arrested by 
R..E..Sir G. Lester Marston on July 17th, 1940. This action 
was ratified in Annual Conclave of Grand Commandery. At that 
time the following motion was made and seconded— 


THAT the Grand Commandery pay the affiliation fees, and a 
sum sufficient to take care of life membership of those who were 
life members of St. George’s Commandery. 


During the years 1947 and 1948, settlement of this case 
could not be completed, owing to a question regarding a certain 
clause in a will, to St. George’s Commandery many years ago. 


At a special meeting of the Council held on March 23rd, 1948, 
a photostatic copy of said will was exhibited. R.. Ey. Sir, G. 
Lester Marston reviewed the St. George’s Commandery situation. 


A copy of the records of this meeting is attached to this report. 


ST. GEORGE COMMANDERY REPORT 


R..E..Sir G. Lester Marston reviewed the St. George Com- 
mandery situation. 


Books, By-Laws and Charter are here in Grand Commandery 
Headquarters (Suggested that R..E..Sir Weeks place these in 
vault for safe keeping). 


Where are banners, etc? 


Motion made to authorize R..E..Sir Weeks and R-.E.-.Sir 
Marston to go to Beverly and capture the property of St. George 
Commandery. General Discussion: 


The estate has been closed for many years and only the At- 
torney General could settle any claims and he no doubt would 
rule that the estate now reverts back to the State of Massachu- 
setts. The Blue Lodge is not entitled to anything that St. George 
may have had. 


This Charity was established in 1896 in the amount of $960.00 
and in 1922 it had reached a low of $406.00 (this was discovered 
by a quick check and a more detailed check would no doubt reveal 
that the complete sum of $960.00 was used up. 
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In other words the Gift to St. George by the will was destroyed 
down to $406.00. 


Grand Commandery received from St. George Commandery 
when their Charter was arrested: 


$1,156.84 Charity Fund (so marked) 
212.41 Permanent Fund 
52.95 Outing Fund 
217.27 Savings Account 


Bank books covering the above accounts are in the Safe in Grand 
Commandery and Deposit has been made to St. George Special 
Fund Grand Commandery K. T. and the fund has been kept in- 
tact by Grand Commandery and not mingled with the regular 
Grand Commandery account. We recommend, that, this continue. 


Sir Knicut Witson: Under no circumstances would the money 
revert to the Blue Lodge, who were only half beneficiary. An 
examine of the bank book shows that the substance if not all of 
the gift was reduced to $406.00 from 1896 to 1922. Blue Lodge 
has no Claim. 


DECISIONS 


During the year I was called upon by Gethsemane Commandery 
No. 36 of Newtonville, Massachusetts, to render a decision regard- 
ing Jurisdictional lines and release of Jurisdiction. 


My decision is covered by Official Circular No. 2, Series of 1947 
and 1948, under date of November 14th, 1947. 


To the Eminent Commanders and Recorders: 


It has been called to the attention of your Grand Commander 
that in many instances the Commandery Officers have been con- 
fused in regard to the Release of Jurisdiction in the event that a 
petition for the Orders is received from a candidate residing be- 
yond the limits of Jurisdiction. For sometime, this has not been 
strictly adhered to, and this no doubt has caused some confusion. 


It has now reached such a point that some clarification becomes 
necessary. 


In order to clarify this question, please be advised that the 
Original Jurisdiction of Constituent Commanderies as laid down 
in the Constitution and Regulations of this Grand Commandery 


(see Article XVII, Section 1) are now and have always been in full 
force and effect. 


Commanderies should courteously request a Release of Juris- 
diction on a petition for the Orders of Templary from a candidate 
who resides in the territory under the exclusive jurisdiction of a 
neighboring Commandery.

Sir Knights, it is a very real joy to be in your midst. dMore than 
you realize we gain inspiration and hope from our visits here among 
the beginnings of Masonry in our country.

Gentlemen: 


Since the last Grand Commandery meeting, the only matters 
submitted to this Committce are as follows: 


Proposed amendments to Constitution of Grand Commandery: 


1. Articie VII, Section 2, by striking out “and” between “Com- 
manders” and “an” in the second paragraph and by adding 
after “Instructor” “and Assistant Inspector Instructors” so 
that the second paragraph will read: 


The last four, the Grand Prelate, a Grand Sentinel, Divi- 
sion Commanders, an Inspector Instructor, and Assistant 
Inspector Instructors, shall be appointed by the Grand Com- 
mander. 


Add the following section to be known as 
ArtricLre VIII, Section 7: 


“Bach Commandery in this Grand Jurisdiction shall hold 
an Inspection annually on the date assigned by the Grand 
Commander.

We lost 116 by Demits and Suspensions, the highest losses in 
these items for the past four years. We retrieved only 56 from 
affiliations and reinstatements, and this was the smallest number 
of additions in these items for the same period. 
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Our Net Gains would be materially higher if we analyzed care- 
fully, requests for Demits; took a broad view in the matter of 
suspensions; and contacted those eligible for affiliation and rein- 
statement. 


In the matter of affiliation let us remember that a Knight 
Templar may be admitted to Membership in any Commandery 
regardless of his residence, in other words a Release of Jurisdiction 
is not required when a member demits from one Commandery to 
join another Commandery anywhere. 


In order to assist the Constituent Commanderies in restoring 
to membership those who demitted or were suspended, your Com- 
mittee went through the Grand Commandery records for the past 
five years, and compiled lists by Commanderies of all such cases 
(the number of names together were 947) and these were given to 
the Eminent Commanders in the Jurisdiction to contact. 


In the matter of Publicity, your Committee issued a monthly 
publication called “The Templar’ which was distributed _to 
Commanders, Recorders, and Grand Commandery Officers. “The 
Templar” contained a comparative statement of Petitions bal- 
lotted upon for each month in the Constituent Commanderies as 
well as the monthly standing of all Commanderies.

Some, of necessity, have retired but 
we still have some very fine fellows left including the Grand Com- 
manders of other States. They realize that the hour is getting 
late and so have chosen R.-.E..Sir William Beck, Grand Com- 
mander of the Grand Commandery of New Jersey, to speak for 
them. 


R..E..Sm Winwram Beck: Right Eminent Grand Commander, 
Sir Knight Cross, guests, and the members of the Grand Commandery 
of Massachusetts and Rhode Island: First, in the name of my col- 
leagues, allow me to thank you for the hospitality here in Boston. 
We are enjoying our stay because you have made us do so. 


As you have said I am starting and you are ending the year 
and it is rather sad to think that this will be my last visit with 
you. The associations in the different jurisdictions have been most 
pleasant, starting in Connecticut and then just a few weeks ago 
to Dover, New Hampshire. We have had the very highest quality 
of hospitality and we are all very appreciative. 


In thinking of our Templar work we start down at the very 
beginning from the Entered Apprentice where we take three steps 
to reach our goal, we are met on the rough and rugged road by 
three ruffians, we enter into the Mark Mason Degree and travel 
around to the three overseers for inspection, as a Most Excellent 
Master we travel to the Temple to see the dedication, and as & 
Royal Arch Mason we are returned to our immediate country. 
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We travel further during our first two Templar Degrees and when 
our work is not satisfactory we go forth as a pilgrim to see what 
can be done. We kneel to offer our devotions and then with the 
steel we are dubbed p Knight. There is no more travel necessary. 
We are now at the point to offer alms to pilgrims. Those alms are 
those we can pass on to those who have not received their in- 
structions. We are now enlisted under the banner of Templary 
and our fight today is not with the sword but with the mind. 


A few weeks ago a few miles north of here E.:.Sir Bennett had 
his swan song. He expressed a fine point when he said, ‘God left 
the world incomplete.”” That is true. God was wise to leave the 
world incomplete. It is up to us to carry on but in doing so we 
find it necessary to work, and a busy man never gets into trouble. 
We as Templars have sworn to occupy our mind. Having passed 
the three Orders and been dubbed a Knight we have a gospel to 
ei and until we preach it to all who are entitled we have work 
to do. 


Templar activity is called for—so work! 


Tue Granp CommanpbeErR: I thank you for those words and we 
do appreciate the word from New Jersey. 


We have a number of Past Grand Commanders who are guests 
here. They have chosen R..E..Sir Charles F. Wolfertz, Past 
Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery of Pennsylvania, 
to speak for them. 


R..E..Sir Cuarzes F. Wourerrz: Right Eminent Grand Com- 
mander, R..E.:.Sir Cross, distinguished guests, and Sir Knights: 
As I grew up through the Templar line it seemed to me that the 
function of a Past Grand Commander was to sit on the sidelines 
to praise and criticize. We are very happy to praise today as it 
seems to us that the Grand Commander has had a good year. 


I want to congratulate your Grand Commander in bringing out 
the Templar. In Pennsylvania we have found it to be a good 
contact between the members. 


One dark night three horsemen were riding through the Arabian 
desert. They were stopped by someone who ordered them to 
dismount, pick up three pebbles from a dry river bed, put them 
in their pockets, and then remount. They were told that at sun- 
rise they would be both happy and sorry. Perplexed they con- 
tinued their ride. At sunrise they pulled the pebbles out of their 
pockets and found that they had turned to precious stones. Then 
they were both glad and sorry; glad because they had obeyed and 
sorry that they had not picked up more. 


We Past Grand Commanders are glad to have come here. We 
are gratified for the invitation. We are sorry that we are not 
members of this Grand Commandery in order that we might be 
with you more. 


Tur Granp CommanpeER: It is a pleasure to have had you here 
and to have had you address this Grand Commandery. 
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The next business comes under the head of new business. The 
Grand Recorder has something along this line. 


The Grand Recorder then presented the following Motion: 


This Grand Jurisdiction has taken no action on this question 
to date hence the following Motion is presented: 


“That the Grand Commander appoint an Active Committee, 
of not less than three members, to study the question of Templar 
Uniforms or Regalia, to obtain a consensus of opinion of the Sir 
Knights and Constituent Commanderies in this Grand Jurisdiction, 
and prepare a Report of Progress of this survey to be made at the 
Semi-Annual Conclave in May, with a final Report at the Annual 
Conclave in October, 1949; and if in their opinion it is advisable, 
with the approval of the Council Officers, to prepare and forward 
Resolutions to Grand Encampment for assistance to the Uniform 
Committee.” 


It was voted to accept the above motion and a Committee to 
be appointed by the Grand Commander. 


Tur Granp Recorper: Right Eminent Sir: We have received 
in the Grand Commandery Office a communication from a Sir 
Knight regarding an estate in Haverhill. The question is whether 
it is right for the Tax Commissioner to levy an inheritance tax 
on a bequest to a Commandery or a Lodge. The matter was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Jurisprudence, a member of that Com- 
mittee has reported back and I make the following motion as con- 
tained in his letter. 


To the Grand Commandery K. T. of Massachusetts and Rhode Island: 


Pursuant to the suggestion contained in a letter of E..Sir 
Whitfield W. Johnson under date of September 1, 1948, in reference 
to the will of Fred F. Swett, late of Haverhill, Massachusetts, 
County Probate No. 204863, the residue of his estate was left 
equally to Haverhill Commandery and Saggahew Lodge to be 
added to the permanent charitable fund of the Commandery and of 
the Lodge respectfully. The residue amounted to some $61,000.00. 


Motion: ‘that the Council Officers of this Grand Commandery, 
with full powers to act, carefully consider the suggestions con- 
tained in this letter and prepare a formal request to the Most 
Worshipful Grand Lodge of Masons in Massachusetts to join with 
this Grand Commandery to institute proceedings in the Court to 
have the tax refunded to the estate on the ground that it was 
illegally assessed in view of the fact that it was specifically pro- 
vided in the will that the bequests should be added to the respec- 
tive permanent charity funds of the Commandery and Lodge.” 


It was moved and seconded that the above Motion be accepted 
and spread upon the records. 


Tur Granp Commanper: Anything further under the heading 
of New Business? According to my watch, it is now 2:30 P.M. 
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when the Election of Officers should take place. I will now, at 
this time, accept nominations for he who is to take my place. 


R..E..Sir William §. Hamilton nominated V..E..Sir A. 
Kenneth Martin for the office of Grand Commander. 


E..Sir W. Howard Mills seconded the Motion and moved that 
the nominations be closed, and V.:.E..Sir A. Kenneth Martin was 
elected unanimously Grand Commander. 


Tur Granp Commanper then appointed a Committee of Past 
Grand Commanders with R..E..Sir William 8. Hamilton, Chair- 
man, with Escort to present the Grand Commander-clect. 


Tur Granp Commanper: Ken, it is with much pleasure that 1 
stand here on this occasion when I am about to relinquish the 
Head of this Grand Commandery to one, who has been elected to 
preside over this Grand Commandery, and it gives me much 
pleasure to inform you that your friends have elected you to this 
high station. Do you accept? 


V..E..Srr A. Kennern Marti: Right Eminent Sir, I do ac- 
cept, and I would like to speak later. 

R..E..Sir Arlan M. Spencer nominated Robert G. Wilson, Jr., 
for the office of Deputy Grand Commander. 

R..E..Sir Arlan M. Spencer nominated E..Sir J. Herbert 
Hinds for the office of Grand Generalissimo. 


©..Sir William Turner nominated E..Sir Charles F. Fairbanks 
2nd, for the office of Grand Captain General. 


_R..E..Sir Harold §. Crocker nominated E..Sir Frederic 
Kennedy for the office of Grand Senior Warden. 


__R-.E..Sir George B. Sampson nominated E.:.Sir Harrie M., 
Taft for the office of Grand Junior Warden. 


R..B..Sir G. Lester Marston nominated E..Sir Charles W. 
Henderson, Jr., for the office of Grand Treasurer. 


Tar Granp Commanprr: Next is the Election of the Grand 
Recorder, and I call your attention to the fact that in the Report 
of the Finance Committee, the office of the Grand Recorder has 
been figured on a full time basis. 


_ E..Sir Charles W. Pike nominated R..-.E.-.Sir George A. Weeks 
for the office of Grand Recorder on a full time basis. 


THE Granp Commanver: Under the circumstances, J will ask 
R..E..Sir Frank H. Wilson to preside during the Election of 
Grand Recorder (R.*.E..Sir Frank H. Wilson assumed the East). 

R..E..Sir Harold 8. Crocker nominated E..Sir William H. 
Evans for the office of Grand Recorder. 


E..Srr Grorcr M. Exxis: Right Eminent Sir, it seems that we 
have two nominations before the house. The question is, do we 
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want a Full Time or Part Time Grand Recorder? I move that we 
have a Full Time Grand Recorder. 


(This motion was seconded and voted favorably.) 


R..E..Sm Frank H. Wiison: Now we are open for nomination 
of a Full Time Grand Recorder. Are there any other nominations? 


E.-.Sm Norts: Eminent William, are you interested in the posi- 
tion of Full Time Grand Recorder?

_ Tae Graxp Commanper: Before I resign, there is one more offi- 
cial duty for me to perform. I am going to ask the Grand Captain 
of the Guard to present the Grand Warder to me. 


Tue Granp Commanper: Russ, this is my last official duty as 
Grand Commander. I want to thank you for the many hours we 
have spent together in this jurisdiction of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island. You have completed ten years of faithful service. 


As you know there are two members of the Board of the Shrine 
Hospital in Springfield present and you make the third. I think 
that it is a wonderful thing to have such representation here today. 


I present you this Past Grand Warder’s jewel, rosette, and 
shoulder epanlettes in remembrance of your work with me.

It has been a pleasure to have carried on during these past ten 
years. It has heen my pleasure to watch you climb the ladder to 
your high position and, if I am not the first, let me be the next to 
congratulate you on your election as Grand Recorder.

_ At the Semi-Annual Conclave of this Grand Commandery held 
on Worcester, Massachusetts on Thursday, May 20, 1948, the 
ollowing Amendment to the Grand Constitution was adopted. 


Section 2, Article XVIII 


“Every Constituent Commandery shall make annually to the 
Grand Recorder on or before the first day of September, a return 
of the roll of its officers and members and of all candidates for 
the Orders accepted or rejected up to and including June 30 
next preceding and pay to this Grand Commandery five dollars 
for evary Companion receiving the Illustrious Order of the Red 
Cross, and fifty cents plus the amount of the per capita dues 
assessed by Grand Encampment for every member returned and 
from the sum thus collected shall be paid the assessment for 
every member levied by the Grand Encampment. A Com- 
mandery failing to make said annual return on the first day of 
September shall pay a penalty of Twenty-five dollars.” 


By virtue of this AMENDMENT, the per capita assessment is 
now fifty cents plus fourteen and one-half cents making a total of 
sixty-four and one-half cents (6414¢)- 


The present assessment of Grand Encampment is 1414¢, and 
Was increased to this figure at Houston, Texas in 1946 in antici- 
pation of larger travel expenses to California in 1949. Probably 
in 1949, Grand Encampment will anticipate a more moderate 
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travel expense in 1952, and therefore reduce the per capita assess- 
ment figure which will result in a benefit to the Constituent 


Commanderies.

However, the Funds allocated to cack 
Grand Commandery and subordinate Commandery for the grant o 
student loans are administered independently by gach But 
Commandery and subordinate Commandery through their de Ie 
gated Committee. The Fund raised by and allocated to t ‘ 
Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island amounte 
to $266,000.00. 


The Grand Encampment allows our Grand Commandery ie 
use for administration expenses, an amount not to exceed 85% 0} 
the income and all expenses over this sum must be borne by our 
Grand Commandery. 


Recently in checking the books of this Fund, with our auditor, 


I find that our income is decreasing each year and today it ety : 
its lowest point. In 1940, the total loans for the went cnae a 
to $35,190.00. In 1946, it had dropped down to $2,397. or 
drop in loans of $32,792.50 with a loss of interest at 4% per aaaity d 
amounting to $1,311.68. The 1947 figures are now being aw an 
and will be available later this year. The present situation ¢ 
be attributed to several reasons:

1. The number of requests for student loans have been re 
since the war period. This condition has been brought about due 
to the fact that so many students are at present recetvins 
education through the G. I. Bill of Rights. 


2. We find that a number of earlier loans ee ich ea 
faulted are still carried on the books as income, aoe ne lect on 
do not receive any revenue nor can we ever exp eclaLO CO ee 
them. 


3. That lack of proper presentation of this Fund, by our Grand 
Commandery Oficers, weho are not familiar enough with the Fund 
to be able to present a sales talk to our Sir Knights on ansheron 
Nights. We have recently had printed some new pamphlets 
describing this Fund; its workings and motives, and Tam therefore 
sending you a copy of this pamphlet, and I hope you will familiarize 
yourself with its contents and speak about it on all Inspection 
Nights. 
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The more loans we can make, the greater our income, and money 
is no good lying idle. Today, we have available for loaning 
immediately $180,000.00. 


You might suggest to the Commanders that it is permissible 
for them to speak to the Masters of their Blue Lodges and High 
Priests of the Chapters, advising them of this Fund. No doubt 
many of them are unaware that such a Fund is in existence.

It has been observed in some Commanderies that Slide No. 1— 
No. 18 commonly called “The Crucifixion” (page 72, Tactics) is 
displayed with the head inclined to the left instead of the right 
as it should be. 


Please check this slide and if necessary rectify by taking the 
slide by the lower left hand corner where No. 1 is, or should be, 
with your right hand thumb, covering the number with the first 
finger underneath the slide, look at the picture to make sure that 
the figure is standing erect on the cross, then turn the slide over 
to the left, and place the new sticker on the number in the left 
hand corner of the slide (now reversed) look at the picture, and 
you will find that the head has changed position. 


_ I would suggest that you try this to make sure that you have the 
right position before putting the sticker on, which must always 
be on the lower left hand corner of the slide.

GREETINGS: 


For a number of years there has been much discussion regard- 
ing our Inspection System, that it was antiquated and should be 
revised. The principal objection was that it was too long for one 
evening’s work,—opening at 5:00 P.M., and, in many cases, clos- 
ing at 10:00 P.M. Then there was the tremendous strain upon 
the officers on Inspection Nights. The climax of many hours of 
grueling rehearsals in preparation for this one big evening. It 
was an occasion looked upon with fear, rather than a pleasant 
and enjoyable evening. 


This condition has existed for years, but no one seemed to be 
able to find a suitable solution. 


Our solution is to open in Full Form at 6:00 P.M., recess for 
dinner, reassemble in time to receive the Inspecting Officer and 
his Suite at 8:00 P.M. Then the Official Count, Inspection and 
Review, after which the Division Commander turns the Com- 
mandery back to the Commander, requesting him to proceed with 
the work of the evening. The work in this case will be the exempli- 
fication of the Fifth Libation, through the attributes to the end of 
the attributes. (This ends the work of the evening.) This would 
be 500 points or one half of the entire work of 1,000 points. Your 
marks would be based on the above points. Do not consider this 
as relaxing on our Ritualistic Work—that is not our thought or 
intent—your Division Commander or Grand Commandery Officer, 
1s expected to witness the full Order of the Temple at a preliminary 
visit prior to the Inspection. The Division Commander will send 
his comments with his Regular Inspection Report. 


This system has been adopted by the Grand Lodge, Grand 
Chapter and the Grand Council. It has been in effect for many 
years. They do not find any relaxing or letting down in their 
Ritual. They still maintain their standard of proficiency. If
